The llnest effects ever seen in tliis coun- 
try will be made by colureil electric 
lights upon a iiianiiill( i.nt funnlain in the 
principal liall uf the Ceulennial building.

Fort Washington, a Mock house and 
large enclosure uf pii kuts, \vas erected 
about 1790 fur tho early settlers of 
LosantiviUs (now Cincinnati).

Ho assisted at the orgahixatlon of Miami 
University at Oxford, O., November 1, 
1834, and graduated in 1837 with the 
second class ever gradtuited In that in- 
stitution. 

At the breaking ont of the Mexican 
war he was chairman of the military 
committee of Hamilton coiuty, and with 
the rank of colonel, was commlsaioned by 
tlie govenior of Ohio to organtxe and send 
forward from Camp Dennlson the drafted 
men, numbering one thousand, who were 
ordered to report there from ten ot the 
river counties of eastern Ohio, which 
ser^'lce he performwl. 

He was nppointo<l I'nitwl .'states minis- 
ter to Hollvla. one of the independent 
republics of Sonth America, in 1808, and 
repreaonted this government at La Pas, 
the capital, until hia toccessor waa ap- 
pointed by the British govemrseat. He 
i was paid a handsome oonipUinaDt and 
I rccelvwl a high honor tor his hmnanlty 
and disinterested benevolenc).
